KINLOCH PLANT 


Growth of 19,000 Tele- 

phones Since Beginning 

of Merger Largely Made 

Possible by Former Kin- 
loch Plant 


Ninety percent of the telc- 
phone plant purchased from the 
Kinloch company in 1923 is now 
serving the people of St. Louis 
in the local telephone system. 


This is true despite the fact 
that almost 13,000 telephones or 
approximately 40°, of all those 
in Kinloch service before the 
merger have since been discon- 
tinued. About 8,000 of these 
were duplicates made unneces- 
sary by the merger. In addition 
many subscribers moving dur~ 
ing the merger, discontinued 
Kinloch service and later be- 
came subscribers to unified ser- 
vice at their new location. In 
many cases they were served 
by available Kinloch plant. 


As indicated above, 90°; of the 
Kinloch plant released by 
removals is in use now in the 
enlarged local telephone system. 
Of the Kinloch plant now in ser- 
vice, about 37°; is in land, build- 
ings and switchboards and 56°, 
in the aerial and underground 
distributing system. 


The telephone instrument is 
but a small part of the plant 
needed .for telephone service. 
Back of the telephone are two 
wires leading through cables, 
overhead and underground, toa 
switching office that is equipped 
with distributing frames, bat- 
teries, power plants, switch- 
boards and intricate testing 
machines. All are a necessary 
part of telephone service. 


It is estimated that more than 
183,000 telephones will be serv- 
ing subscribers in the Greater 
St. Louis area by January Ist, 
1926.

During the entire year 1925, the South- 
western Bell Telephone Company will in- 
vest more than $600,000 each month in the 
telephone development of the Metro- 
politan district known as Greater St.

The total expenditures for the company 
for the year 1925 will reach $7,250,000 
which is more than the budget for all 
governmental purposes of the average c.ty 
of 175,000 people.

National Red Cross awards for the year 
1924 for first aid and life saving by em- 
ployees of industrial corporations and for 
resuscitation of accident victims were all
